wood home. 


John P. Cudahy blew his brains out 


Wednesday with a shotgun. 


Cudahy, the son of the late Michael 


Cudahy, multi-millionaire packer, had 
spent his inherited millions and killed 
himself when he was refused a loan 
on the "spendthrft's trust .fund," held 
for him. by the Northern Trust com- 
pany of Chicago, according to letters 
and telegrams found. 


For the last decade Cudahy hag fig- 


ured prominently in the spotlight of 
publicity. In 1899 he startled the so- 
cial world by marrying Edna Cowin, 
famous beauty. 


He returned to his Kansas City 


home unexpectedly one night ten 
years ago and found Jere LiHis, 
»ialthy banker, in company with his 
wife. Cudahy, with the assistance of 
his chauffeur, mutilated Lillis, who 
later refused to prosecute. 


CudaJiy and his beautiful wife were 


then divorced but remarried again ia 
1312.

It had been reported recently that | 


he and his wife were again at the 
parting of the ways. Mrs. Cudahy, 
however, was in her room at their 
home when he killed himself and was 
the first to find his body. 


The Cudahys have three children.

The tipper Up and upper jaw are formed by the 


fusion of two processes or projections which grow 
out like the petals of a flower and bend forward 
and meet as the face develops. -If the fusion u in- 
complete, that constitutes cleft palate; or if there is 
onlv a slight cleft, hare lip. 
•The hip bones are practically without sockets 


and the thigh-bones practically without ball-heads 
before birth. If the socket is late in developing, to 
retain the ball-head of the thigh bone, that consti- 
tutes congenital hip disease. 
The spinal cord is gradually enclosed in the spine 


bv projections extending around back of it, ap- 
proaching from either side, and fusing. If fusion is 
not completed at that point, there remains a por- 
tion of tho spinal cord unenclosed in spinal bone 
and covered only with the thin skin. That is called 
bifid spine or spina bifida. 
In all of these congenital defects tho knowledge 


of pre-natal anatomical development enables the sur- 
geon to apply corrective measures, sometimes oper- 
ation, sometimes "bloodless surgery." The earlier 


treatment is instituted for the correction of con- 


genital defect the more satisfactory the result will 
ta. Early treatment is best because tho younger 
he patient the greater are the possibilities of fur- 
her development tinder treatment. 


It is the vague notion of the uninformed that 


syphilis of the parent Is a cause of some deformity 
of the child at birth. As a matter of fact, children 
born with syphilis seldom show any of these ana- 
tomical defects. 
In fact no stigma whatever attaches to a con 


genital defect, save only that attached by the ignor- 
ant and tne malicious.
